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VETERANS ON FARM 
OFFERED SPECIAL 
TRAINING PROGRAM 


Some thirty World War IT vet- 
evans met at the Wlba vocational 
building Wednesday, 
the purpose of studying more 
about the vocational training pro- 
gram being offered under the GI 
Bill of Rights. 

Major Dozier Bryan, County 
Service Commissioner, discussed 
With the group requirements that 
would be needed in making appli- 
cation at his office. Mr. B. P. Gie- 
ger, teacher of voeational agri- 
riculture in Elba High School, gave 
an explanation of the training pro- 
gram to be offered to any veteran 
who is now farming or who plans 
to make farming his yoeation, 

Wighteen farm boys made ap- 
plication at this meeting and are 
making plans to get off to an early 
start with the program. It is 
planned by the department to se- 
cure another vocational teacher to 
come to the Elba area and work 
with the veterans who are 
under the training program. 

Any veteran who has been dis- 
charged and ig now making plans 
or has already secured a farm for 
this year is eligible to secure this 
training. It will pay $90 per 
month to the married veteran 
while in training and $65 to sin- 
gle veterans. The money received 
is not the only benefit received 
from the program, aS instruction 
will be given to the veteran while 
he is actually farming. 

Such instruction es 
soil coonservation, animal diseas- 
es, management, diseases and in- 
sects, crop rotation, marketing, 
and many other problems that 
arise on the farm will be worked 
out with the veterans. If you are 
returned veteran and plan to make 
farming your life work, see Ma- 
jor Dozier Bryan or E. P. Gieger 
and they will discuss with you the 
training now being offered under 
the vocational training program.

TRUE TO A GREAT HERITAGE 


LESSON TEXT: Deuteronomy 4:1, 32+ 
40. 

MEMORY SELECTION: He hath 
made his wonderful works to be remem: 
bered.—Psalm 111:4. 


A goodly heritage is the gift of 
God to his people, By faith they 
must enter into it and possess it. 
Thus they honor him who has prom- 
ised, and they witness to all the 
earth that he is a great God and a 
loving heavenly Father, It magnifies 
his name to believe on his word and 
to act on his promises. 

Israel, having failed God and 
plunged themselves into years of 
wandering by their unbelief when 
they just came up to the Promised 
Land, were now ready to go over 
Jordan and take the land. 

A new generation had grown up, 
and for their instruction Moses re- 
hearsed the history of the peo- 
ple, repeated the promises of God, 
and renewed their remembrance of 
his law. The book of Deuteronomy 
gives that ‘‘second law’ — actually 
a review of what had been given 
before. 

As they entered upon God's rich 
heritage for them they were admon- 
ished to 


I. Hearken to God’s Law (vy. 1). 

To hearken means more than to 
hear and forget. It carries with it 
the giving of attention to what is 
heard with the purpose of doing 
something about it. 

God's law, his statutes and judg- 
ments are for the good of his peo- 
ple! They are not designed to limit 
their freedom, but to provide the 
channels through which they shall 
be most free to live and to accom- 
plish that which is good and noble 
and useful, 

Two things were assured to Israel 
if they hearkened to the law of God. 
They would first of all ‘‘live.’’ This 
does not mean only that they should 
escape death, but that they might 
enter into the fullness of life. 


“The Bible teaches that we are 
free to choose between a _ high 
grade of life or a low grade, be- 
tween a life which involves fellow- 
ship with God or a daily existence 
which means nothing more than the 
enjoyment of animal comforts and 
following our own willful ways’ 
(Earl L. Douglass). 

The second result of obeying 
God's law would be their going into 
and possessing the land which God 
gave them, There is victory and 
attainment, as well as blessed fel- 
lowship for the one who obeys God. 
That is true today as it was in the 
time of Moses. 


II, Remember God’s Love (vv, 
32-36). 

The loving mercies of God toward 
his people had revealed his infinite 
greatness and glory. 

He revealed himself in the fire— 
and they might well have been con- 
sumed by it—yet he graciously 
spoke to them instead of destroy- 
ing them, They were to recall, too, 
that he had done a mighty and won- 
derful thing in taking them out of 
the powerful hand of Egypt and 
making them into a people for his 
name, 

Sad is the state of the soul of 
the man who has lost his sense of 
the miraculous, To live in the midst 
of the constant demonstration of 
God's power and his mercy, and to 
see and feel nothing but the com- 
monplace touch of humdrum daily 
life, is to be blind and deaf—yes, 
to be dead spiritually. 

Is he any less powerful today? 
Certainly not! He is still the God 
of the miraculous and nowhere is 
that divine energy more evident 
than in the spiritual life of man. 

The wonders of God in creation 
were rehearsed for Israel. They 
learned of his care for his people. 
“But far more wonderful are the 
works of God in the new creation 
and his infinite care for his peo- 
ple redeemed from a ruined race, 
and made inheritors of eternal resi- 
dence in the heavenly Canaan’’ 
(Hight C. Moore), 


II. Depend on God’s Promise 
(vv. 37-40). 

The Promised Land was before 
them, but it was for them to go in 
and possess it, There were warfare 
and struggle ahead, mighty warlike 
peoples to overcome. Were they 
able for it? No, not in their own 
strength! 

How were they to accomplish this 
formidable task? By counting on 
God. He had promised to drive out 
the nations now holding the land, 
He is a God not only in heaven, 
but also on earth (v. 39). The peo- 
ple who believe him may go for- 
ward expecting miracles to hap- 
pen. 

Obedience to God's law brings 
fellowship with the eternal and 
omnipotent One, and the confident 
assurance that he will bring victory 
and the full accomplishment of his 
will for the obedient believer. 

That is as true now as ever. Yes, 
let's be accurate and say that it 1s 
more true than ever, for believaps 
now are indwelt by the Holy Spirit 
of God who makes real in and 
through them all the grace and 
beauty and power of God,

GARDEN SUGGESTIONS 
FOR FEBRUARY 

For some of us gardening is a 
hobby. In the minds of others it 
is the worst form of drudgery. 
None of us, however, do as much 
work in the gardens as should be 
done, ‘There never has been an 
over-production of food for home 
consumption on farms in Alaba- 
ma. This year and every year, the 
first order of business should be 
to produce all the food needed for 
the farm. ‘This verse gives such 
a good picture of our real needs 
that it might well be adopted as a 
slogan by every farm family: 

“A garden and a cow, 

Three pigs and a sow, 

Twenty-five hens and a rooster, 

You'll live better than you 

*uster,”’ 

Most families plant the spring 
garden and the summer garden at| 
the same time. ‘To me, a spring 
garden means such crops as beets, 
cabbage, carrots, endive, Itttuce, 
mustard, onions, English peas, 
Irish potatoes, radishes, spinach 
and turnips. In this southern half 
of the state, these crops must be 
planted between January 15 and 
February 15. These crops like 
frosty weather, 

There are a number of jobs in 
the garden that need to be done 
as soon as possible. Give the gar- 
den a good cleaning. Get bean 
stakes down and stack them out 
of the way. Cut stalks and vines 
so they may be turned under. 
Broadeast manure ot the rate of 
200 ponds per 100 feet of row, 
or 20 tons per acre. Lime is ben- 
ficial to most vegetable crops. 
Apply lime at the rate of 10 
ponuds per 100 feet of row, 1,000 
pounds per asre. 

On acid soils—and most sandy 
soils are acid—lime and boron 
must be used to preduce good 
beets, carrots and turnips. Boron 
(Twenty - Mule Team _ Borax) 
should be applied at the rate of 
two tablespoons per 100 feet of 
row, or 12 to 14 pounds per acre, 
Do not use more than _ this 
amount. After these materials 
have been applied, flat-break the

soil to a depth of six to eight 
inches. Run a harrow or drag 
over the area until the soil is per- 
fectly smooth and free of clods. 

About two weeks before plant- 
ing time, lay off rows with a 3- 
inch plow, Put in the furrow 10 
pounds of 4-10-7 fertilizer per 
100 feet of row, Cover fertilizer 
with about four inches of soil, 
Now you are ready to plant some 
seed, In planting beets, carrots, 
lettuce and other small seed, use 
only he garden rake. Level the 
ground over the fertilizer, sprin- 
kle seed on top of the loose soil, 
walk on them and cover lightly.

OUTLOOK FOR PEANUT 
FARMERS IS VERY BRIGHT 
SAYS CONGRESSMAN 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 20 
The outlook for peanut farmers in 
1946 is extraordinarily bright as 
the planting season approaches, 
Congressman Andrews, 
Third Alabama said to 
day. 

Congressman Andrews said that 

he had reached this conclusion af- 
ter conferring with  Representa- 
tive Steve Pace from Georgia, and 
Representative George Grant, See- 
ond Alabama District, both key 
members of the Agriculture 
mittee of the House of Represent- 
atives. This Congressional trio 
have received the prediction from 
authorities in the Department of 
Agriculture that prices this year 
should be improved over those re- 
ceived last year and near ceiling 
prices can be anticipated on the 
whole crop. 
If OPA and price 
continued, the same ceiling prices 
that were in force last year will 
be in effect this yead,

peanut program will be (1)no con- 
trol of acreage, (2- support for 
Spanish of about $154 ped ton

The Government plans for 1946 
to give a support prire of 90 per 
cent of parity. The exact amount 
of the support price will not be 
announced until July or August, 
as it will be based on 90 per cent 
of the parity price on July 1. 

Congtessman Andrews said that 
he is highly pleased with those 
provisions of the 1946 Peanut 
Program that will permit farmers 
to trade with the mills for any 
price between the support price 
and the ceiling price. ‘This is ex- 
pected to give the farmers a sub- 
stantial advantage and since 
will be no surplus or carry-over 
from 1945; a strong demand for 
peanuts is expected when the har- 
vesting begins this fall.
